The  o*e  of  * offee  aa  a  disinfectant  is 
generally  kuown,  hut  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  mnjoiity  of  people  arw  aware  of  its 
true  value  in  thia  direction.  They  prob¬ 
ably  know  that  it  is  handy  and  harm¬ 
less,  but  besides  these  qualities  it  i* 
really  one  of  the  most  powerful  aud 
effective  ifpcgt*  known,  as  Juts  been 
ihowu  by  D  | waled  experiments.  Iu  one 
case  a  quantity  of  meat  was  jilacet)  iu 
a  dose  rw|m  aud  allowed  to  de*  om|»ose. 
A  chafing  ^1  id)  was  then  introduced  uud 
500  grams  of  rofftst  weie  thiowu  *>a 
(lie  flr<-  In  a  fuw  mmutea  the  room 
had  bet  u  *  utilely  disinfected.  Ill  an¬ 
other  room  ihe  fumes  ot  sulphureled 
hydrogen  mid  mnmouia  were  developed, 
uud  the  *tn»  H — which  no  words  cau  ex¬ 
press—  w*s  destroyed  iu  half  a  minute 
by  the  dm  of  90  grama  of  coffee.  A* 
a  prtaif  Ihut  the  noxious  smells  ure  real¬ 
ly  dtcompoMed  unit  not  merely  overpow¬ 
ered  by  the  fumes  of  coffee,  it  is  stated 
that  the  (rst  vapor*  of  the  coffee  nre  uot 
smelled  at  all  anti  are  therefore  chciu- 
n  ally  abrorUs),  while  Hie  othtr  su.t  11* 
grudually  diminish  as  the  fumigation 
rout  fn uc».  The  merest  “pinch”  of  roffru 
is  usually  soffleit  ut  to  cleanse  a  sick- 
room,  evpu  iu  aggravated  east's.  Tb* 
best  way  to  tmploy  it  is  to  freshly 
pound  the  coffee  iu  a  mortar,  if  no  mill 
i*  at  haiHl,  and  sprinkle  it  on  a  red  hot 
iron  surface.— New  York  Ledger. 


brlk  MovhuiooU. 

l»rofessor  Jnaeph  Le  Conte  recently 
read  a  paper  before  the  Geological  So 
:iety  of  America,  from  which  we  learu 
that  tln*e  are  two  primury  aud  perma- 
uctkf  kinds  of  movements  of  the  earth’s 
rrjtst — namely,  those  which  cause  con¬ 
tinental  surfaces  aud  oceanic  basins, 
and  those  which  by  interior  contraction 
determine  mountains  of  folded  struc¬ 
ture.  These  two  are  determined,  the 
one  by  unqual  radial  contraction,  the 
other  by  ifhequakc«ucentrk«  eoutvaetiou 
— that'  is,  contraction  of  the  interior 
more  than  the  exterior.  There  are  also 
two  secondary  kinds  of  movement 
which  modify  the  effects  of  the  other 
two  aud  confuse  oar  understanding  of 
them.  These  are,  first,  oscillatory  move¬ 
ments,  affecting  large  areas,  and  isos 
tatic  movements,  or  gravitative  read¬ 
justments,  by  erosion  aud  sedimenta¬ 
tion.  In  the  minds  of  *ome  writers  os- 
cillatory  movements  have  masked  aud 
obscufcd  the  effects  of  continent  and 
CVeau  basin  making,  and  isoetasy  bus 
concealed  the  effects  aud  prevented  the 
proper  interpretation  of  all  the  other* 
It  is  believed  that  to  make  secure  prog 
re«s  we  must  keep  these  several  kinds 
of  nuiveuunts  distinct  iu  our  mind* —

If  a  strangey  drive* 
np  in  hi#  carriage  to  the  entrance  door 
*>f  a  Hungarian  chateau,  immediately 
and  before  any  question*  are  asked  cou¬ 
rt  iiiing  the  visitor's  business,  even  be¬ 
fore  Ihe  master  of  the  house  baa  made 
lii*  appearance,  a  legion  of  servants 
nn  forward  uud  carry  the  visitor's 
I  igguge  to  oue  of  the  half  down  room* 
always  ready  to  receive  guests,  invited 
or  <*berwi*e.  Twelve  o'clock  i*  Uie 
usual  time  for  diunrr,  and  four  or  five 
empty  neat*  are  always  prepared  fgr 
gu<«t*  who  might  arrive.  Wbeu  tHe 
Hungarian*  wish  to  bouor  more  partic¬ 
ularly  a  guest,  a  succession  of  16  or  90 
course*  are  served  at  diuuer,  but  as  the 
Magyars  have  iu  everything  the  ut- 
10* **t  respect  for  individual  liberty,  no 
guest  is  ever  pressed  to  eat  or  drink. 
After  dinner  gm-sts  apd  hosts  take  a 
long  drive  overtbe  estates  of  the  cha-

Supper  at  the  chateau  takes  place  be¬ 
tween  7  and  8,  aftOT  which  a  danc*  is 
given  or  a  whist  party  is  iudolged  in. 
Tb*-  next  morning  everything  is  silent 
in  the  bouse  until  10  o’clock.  Much 
as  iu  England  aud  Scotland,  break¬ 
fast  is  taken  when  one  pleases,  at  no 
tix*  *l  hour  Durtug  the  whole  morniug 
the  noble  owner  of  the  mansion  is  ex¬ 
tremely  busy.

How  to  Kzatoloe  a  Watch. 

To  oue  who  has  never  studied  the 
mechanism  of  a  watch,  its  muinspriug 
or  the  bulanoe  wheel  is  a  mere  piece  of 
metal.  Hu  may  have  looked  at  tbe  face 
of  the  watcb,  and  while  he  admires  the 
motions  of  its  bunds  and  tbe  time  it 
keeps  be  may  have  wondered  in  idle 
amazement  as  to  tbe  character  of  the 
machinery  which  is  concealed  within. 
Take  it  to  pieces  and  show  him  each 
part  separately  aud  be  will  recognize  nei¬ 
ther  design  nor  adaptation  nor  relation 
between  them,  but  put  them  together, 
set  them  to  work,  point  oot  tbe  offl<  «  s 
of  each  spring,  wheel  and  cog,  explain 
tbelr  movements,  and  theu  show  him 
tbe  result  Now  he  peroeives  that  ft  is 
all  one  design — that  notwithstanding 
tbe  number  of  part*  their  diverse  forms 
and  various  offices,  aud  tbe  agents  con¬ 
cerned,  the  whole  piece  is  of  one  thought, 
tbe  expression  of  oue  idea.  He  now 
rightly  concludes  that  when  tbe  niuiu- 
spring  was  fashioned  aud  tempered  its 
relation  to  all  the  other  parts  must 
have  been  considered;  that  tbe  cogs  ou 
this  wheel  are  out  aud  regulated- 
adapted— to  the  ratchets  ou  that,  etc., 
and  his  final  conclusion  will  be  that 
such  a  piece  of  mechanism  could  uot 
have  been  produced  by  chuuce,  for  (he 
adaptation  of  the  parts  is  such  as  to 
■bow  it  to  be  according  to  design  and 
obedient  to  the  will  of  one  intelligence

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A  N«w  Hoorn  of  Kubttrr. 

Tbe  discovery  of  a  new  source  of  La¬ 
gos  rubber,  from  a  tree  known  to  tbe 
natives  as  tbe  “ire,"  or  ’  *ireh,  ”  has 
given  a  great  impetus  to  the  trade  of 
tbe  west  coast  of  Africa  in  a  rubber  of 
extremely  good  quality.  Tbe  Kicksia 
afrioaua  forms  a  tree  60  to  00  feet  high, 
with  a  trunk  averaging  19  to  14  inches 
iu  diameter.  It  is  said  to  be  one  of  tbe 
most  beautiful  trees  of  tbe  forest  and  is 
capable  of  producing  in  a  good  season 
as  much  as  from  10  to  16  pounds  of 
rubber  per  tree.  For  the  purpose  of  ex¬ 
tracting  tbe  rubber  a  deep  vertical  cut 
is  made  through  tbe  bark  and  several 
crbhque  cute  on  each  side  running  Into 
the  main  channel,  at  tbe  base  of  wbicb 
a  vessel  is  placed  to  reoeive  tbe  exuding 
milk,  wbicb  is  coagulated  by  allowing 
a  quantity  to  stand  for  some  days  in  a 
qavity  made  in  tbe  trunk  of  a  tree,  so 
that  tbe  watery  portion  evaporates  or 
soaks  into  tbe  wood,  leaving  the  solid 
portion  behind,  wbicb  is  kneaded  aud 
pressed  together  into  a  solid  mas*  or 
tbe  milk  is  placed  in  a  vessel  and  boil¬ 
ed,  the  rubber  beginning  to  coagulate 
almost  immediately  beat  is  applied. — 
Nature.  _ {
